. As you know, Dr. Kissinger met with Xuan Thuy September 27. 

ere was no progress at the meeting and the channel has been 

broken off at our initiative. Xuan Thuy opened the meeting with a 

discussion of the eight points and emphasized their unwillingness 
to deal With the present GVN. 
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2 . He presented a nine month withdrawal schedule, but under it 
nine-tenths of our forces would have been pulled out in six months. 

3. He also called for the neutrality of many countries in the area, 
including Indonesia, Australia, and Thailand. Dr. Kissinger indi- 
cated we could not maintain this channel if the only statements made 
in it were repetitions of public positions or explanations which were 

tougher than the public positions. He also expressed our concern 
tor the prisoners. 

4. He said that the proposal presented by Xuan Thuy involved im- 
posing their preferred political solution. We were not willing to 
work out a formula which determined the outcome in advance. 

5. He added additional clarifications of their position: 1) that the 
problem of VN forces in South Viet-Nam could easily be solved 

was e U sLbi K ‘b K ^ 2) PRG WOuld Cea8e to exist once a coalition 

was established; and 3) that the composition of the coalition was 

subject to discussion. It was agreed to close the channel, saying 

each would get in touch if we had something new. 
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
